Holy Land Exhibit 


Creates Interest 


Historical events enacted in re- 
cent weeks at the Vatican City 
have heightened interest of Treas- 
ure Island visitors in the “Holy 
Land” exhibit of religious art and 
craft masterpieces. 

Although the exhibit is non-sec- 
tarian, a Catholic masterpiece, a 
scale replica of the Cathelrad of 
St. Peter, holds the center of in- 


terest. 

Built on a scale of one inch to 
sixteen feet, the model was ship- 
ped from Rome to the Golden Gate 
International Exposition. Only 
once before— during the Colum- 
bian Exposition in Chicago in 1893 
was the million-dollar replica ex- 
hibited in America. 

The vast cathedral of the Vati- 
can City was built over a period 
of 3550 years at a cost estimated 
at more than $300,000,000. The 
model was started in the 16th 
century, before the cathedral was 
completed. 

The hand carved wood base is 
covered with a material perfectly 
imitating the time-colored marble 
of the original. Into its building 
went the genius and skill of Bra- 
mente, San Gallo, Michael Angelo 


and others whose names live to-: 


day. A top the colonnades are 1000 
carved figures. 

The model has been in the pos- 
session of several popes and fam- 
ilies of royal blood. More recently 
it was a possession of the late 
George Spiridon, Vatican art con- 
noisseur. 

Other exhibits featured in the 
“Holy Land” Building include the 
largest prayer book in the world, 
a block of stone from Solomon's 
grotto, the smallest known copies 
of the New Testament, the Talmud 
and the Koran, and two notable 
works of religious art wrought in 
mother-of pearl. One, “The Lord’s 
Supper”, is a mosaic, the work of 
an English gypsy who gave twen-

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Delustrated Rayon 
Alarms Wool Grower 


Wool the United 
States are becoming alarmed over 


growers of 


the use of artificial fibers, partic- 
ularly delustered rayon, as substi- 
tutes for wool, according to J. F. 
Wilson, wool specialist in the di- 
vision of animal husbandry on the 
Davis campus of the University of 
California. 

Wilson points out that “the ad- 
vent of rayon made little inroad 
on the use of wool because in the 
main rayon possessed entirely dif- 
ferent physical properties and was 
little suited for use in the mach- 
ines used to convert wool into fin- 
ished fabrics.” 

However, says the College of 
Agriculture expert, this situation 
has been changed by discovery of 


a means of delustering rayon and 
cutting into any length of fiber 
desired. This discovery has made 
possible the creation of a rayon 
fiber of any desired fineness and 
length. 
Theuse 


of this delustered and 
cut rayon, known as staple fiber, 
is increasing enormously. It can 
be blended so skillfully with wool 
that even experts find it extreme- 
ly difficult to detect its presence 
in finished fabrics. According to 
Wilson, such fabrics are often sold 
as all-woll, even though they can- 
not give the satisfaction of all- 
wool fabrics.
